THE DUKE BUYS A RANCH 



For twenty years prior to World War II, I 
was stationed in London as the representative 
of a large American newspaper syndicate. My 
specialty was the political news — though I 
took time off to write on the life and customs 
of the average Englishman. Needless to say I 
was in a position to do favors for many people. 
I managed to get a write-up for the musical 
abilities of a young wealthy Londoner, Percival 
Garner. He invited me to spend a week end 
at the family castle. 

It was one of those stone affairs that had 
been built centuries ago. His sister was a very- 
charming young lady — I married her two 
years later. She showed me through the "family 
heritage room."' There were pictures of noble- 
men who had fought in all the wars and a let 
of stuffed armor. And then I almost thought I 
was dreaming: In front of me was the outfit 
of a cowboy ! 

"How did that get there?" I asked. 

"My great grandfather, the Duke of Caring- 
ton, was a cowboy in his early youth. He went 
out to the Indian Territory and Northern 
Texas and invested some of his money. A lot 
of Englishmen did that in those days." 

The next day 1 was introduced to the noble- 
man himself. He must have been in his early 
eighties but his mind was as clear as crystal. 
And he had a lot of energy. This is part of what 
he told me: 

"The Ranch we had to inspect was commonly 
called after the name of the original founder 
of it. He was one of the early settlers in the 
Panhandle, having started in the cattle business 
somewhere about the year 1873, I believe. In 
those days there was hardly any one in the Pan- 
handle except buffalo hunters. And bison were 
far more numerous than cattle. 

The founder of this ranch was a good deal 
worried lest the Indians who were apt to be 
troublesome, when he first settled in the Pan- 
handle, should get his scalp. So he built a kind 
of stronghold near his house, with a subter- 
ranean passage leading to it, to which he might 
retreat in case of attack. But he was not des- 
tined to die by the hand of an Indian, for he 
was shot by some soldier in a gambling quarrel 
together with a young man who was working 
for him, and their remains were buried near the 
house. 

That happened in '77 and after his death, 
the house and cattle were bought by the man 
who was offering them to us. The latter had at 
iirst a partner, but having bought out his share, 



he was now the sole proprietor. It was con- 
sidered the most comfortable ranch in the Pan- 
handle. There was a good five room house 
where the proprietor lived, together with his 
foreman and a cook. 

At a little distance there was a smaller house, 
containing the kitchen and dining room. Be- 
yond that, was a picket-house where the men 
slept. One room of which was fitted up as a 
blacksmith's forge and another used as a saddle 
room and a store houst for corn. There were, 
besides, a milk house, a store room for pro- 
visions, a vegetable garden, a small horse pas- 
ture, a field of rye, the two last fenced in with 
barbed wire. 

The owner claimed to have about two-thou- 
sand six hundred head of cattle which he offer- 
ed to sell "on tange delivery." This was the 
common method of selling a ranch in TeJtas. 
It means that the cattle are not counted out to 
the buyer but the books of the ranch are shown, 
containing the number of cattle bought and 
sold and the calves branded. The buyer has, of 
course, to judge whether any imposition is 
being practiced. But by inquiring among the 
neighbors, riding over the range and taking 
into consideration how many beeves have been 
turned off and how many calves branded an- 
nually, he can form a fair idea of things. 

We remained four or five days at the ranch, 
the proprietor supplying us with horses and 
saddles to ride over the country and to see the 
cattle and range. Then one morning, we three 
met in a solemn group outside the house and 
considered what we should do. After discussing 
the matter for some little time, the general 
opinion was that we did not altogether like the 
range, and that on the whole, we thought we 
had better not purchase it. 

We then considered the question of getting 
back to our own ranch. Our old wagon had one 
wheel decidedly rickety. We were afraid it 
might break down altogether before we could 
get back. The best thing we decided, would be 
to try and borrow a couple of saddles from the 
proprietor of the ranch. And since we had one 
saddle with us, we could return on horseback 
— stopping at night at cow camps, and aban- 
doning the wagon to its fate. We appointed 
Rogers to talk to the proprietor. This was done 
and we were informed that the proprietor felt 
sad. Sad that we did not perceive what a bar- 
gain we were missing! 

He regretted to say that unless we bought the 
ranch, he could not let us have any saddles. 



But If we decided to purchase the ranch we 
could take not only saddles but fresh horses to 
go back. The idea of fresh horses was most at- 
tractive. And we reopened the question of the 
buying of the ranch. So we went over all the 
points. George spoke what was on his mind. 

"Well, I am willing to go in for it, if you 
other fellows are." 

So the purchase was decided. And I may 
here observe that none of us three, Rogers, 
George and myself, ever regretted that we could 
not get the loan of the saddles. We went back 
to our old place. It was arranged that che cattle 
that George and 1 had in the Indian territory 
should be bought by our new firm and driven 
down to the ranch. To show the differences in 
the price I paid, and those 1 received, 1 may 
mention that Texas yearlings in 1878 cost me 
eight dollars per head, while the improved 
yearlings I sold in 1880 brought in eighteen and 
a half dollars. The older unimproved cattle had 
also advanced in price but not to the same 
extent. 

About November 1, we started our herd for 
the Panhandle. There were between six and 
seven hundred head of cattle. And we picked 
up half a dozen cowboys at Caldwell who were 
wanting a job. We were short of horses at the 
time and could supply only two for each man. 
But as soon as the herd was started, Rogers 
and I went to Caldwell, took the train to Dodge 
City, went on by mail wagon to the ranch, 
ana then sent back a couple of men with a relay 
of fresh horses to meet the herd. 

The distance from Dodge City to our ranch 
was about one hundred and sixty five miles by 
the stage road which ran to Supply and Mo- 
beetie. By that conveyance we were able to 
reach the railway in forty hours, travelling day 
and night under favorable circumstances. But 
when there had been much rain and the rivers 
were swollen, it took much longer. Coming 
from Dodge on one-- occasion, we found the 
Cimarron River, though not very deep, so 
boggy after heavy rains that the driver of the 
stage was afraid to cross. 

We had to lie there for twenty four hours, 
getting our meals at the nearest stage-ranch. 
The stage of the previous day was for the same 
reason detained there. And before we crossed 



a third had arrived on the scene. Finally, one 
stage did get across while the passengers, all 
eight, had to take off their trousers and boots 
and wade. 

Our herd of cattle arrived all right. We had 
intended to put the new ranch brand on them 
and actually did brand about a hundred. But 
the weather was now so cold we thought it ad- 
visable not to worry them by close herding 
and branding which always takes off a certain 
amount of flesh. We turned them loose to be 
gathered the following spring on the old 
brands. During the winter we kept four men 
besides the cook. Two of the riders were Mexi- 
cans. Two of the men were employed in freight- 
ing corn and supplies from Dodge a good part 
of the winter. We generally sent up three wa- 
gons — two of them cowpled together, with 
a team of six horses and mules and the single 
wagon with a four horse team. 

The regular freighters always used two wa- 
gons coupled together. The advantage of which 
is that when they come to a piece of heavy 
sand or river to pull through they 43 n uncouple 
and take one wagon over at a time. The wa- 
gons were usually five davs in going to Dodge 
and ten in returning loaded. 

At night we often read the books we had in 
our library. Sometimes Rogers 3nd I would take 
out some of the old Greek classics and go over 
them. Just so that we did not forget the ancient 
language. One day one of the cowboys heard 
us speaking Greek. 

"Horse talk, they do," is what he told one 
of the other cowboys. From which I gathered 
we might try giving orders to our faithful 
steeds in the language of Ancient Greece. Tho*e 
were happy days on the ranch. 1 remained in 
Texas until 1892 when sad word came from 
England. My father had died. As his eldest son 
and the one who was to inherit his title and 
possessions, 1 had to return to my native land. 

Arrangements were made with my two part- 
ners to pay me a lump sum of money — the 
balance over a period of five years which they 
faithfully did. Those were happy days — when 
I was a ranch owner and a cowboy in your 
wonderful America."
